The department may 
fine contractors $500 for failure to file these forms.

The department of ecology will host an informational work- 
shop and public hearing on its proposal.

Purpose of the Permit: The general permit covers the 
discharge of pesticides used in irrigation systems in Wash- 
ington state to control plant and algae growth. The proposed

of pollutants to protect water quality. Proposals for modifica- 
tions to the permit include changes for endothall (Cascade 
and Teton) and fluridone. The effective use of endothall 
enables less use of the more toxic acrolein.
